Biberia iii bat a hamlet of a few dozen 
etnggUug honses and a Romau Catholic 
ohuoh, the congregation ot Vhich is 
aomposed of (iermans. They are a 
simple and InolIeiuiTe people, but have 
been greatly annoyed recently br per- 
son* opposed to their religion.

There was m number of booths on the 
poanda wlMve intoxicants were served 
These #ere liberally patMnlsedby the 
intrudeis, who soon began to insult the 
Germans and their wives. The priest, 
who was present, counseled his people 
to avoid trouble it puasibll aud to pay 
uo attention to the jeers of the half 
drunken marauders. Mistaking this 
tolerance for cowardice, the intruders 
became bolder aud soon precipitated a 
tiKht, which in a few moments assumed 
the proportions of a desperate riot, in 
which every ootly took part. Clubs, 
chairs and btter Iwttles were brought 
into play aud the piMccfuI picmc was 
immediately traii>iornieil iuio a great 
^in:^,'Kliug mans of QUi'sitm nu)l|'«nd 
screajiiiiig women. 4 

Samuel Wilxoii, a leader of tho out- 
eiders, was uruied with a hnuo knife, 
which he wu'lded uii fvery .side, stab- 
biUg and cutting many pcrsDiis. He 
was finally opposed by a sturdy (ler- 
luau, wiio was nmre than a 111. itch for 
luni, until \V;l.--<iii iilaii;,'ed the knife 
into hi!* iit'cu. As the man tell buck 
his wiio sijiau{< tiiroui<h the crowd uud 
dealt Wilson a terriiile lilow with a 
beer bottle, crushing his skull. During 
the melee one of the intrudi is kieked a 
woman about to become a mother, kill- 
ing her child and fatally mjurnif^ lier. 

it soon hi canie apparent to tiio at- 
tacking party thaj tliey would be an- 
uituiated if the llgbt was continued, 
and after tiieir leader was stricken 
down, they ran hastily tbroi|gh the 
woods to where their horses were tetn- 
ered and eacaped, Ibaving three of their 
nomber on tiie grouud for dead. 

Cots and litters were hastilv impro- 
vised aud tii« dead aud wouude<l were 
removed to the church in the villai,-e 
and all ' the physicians in the neighbor- 
hood <mlled opon. Dr. Lotuax, a sar- 
geon of White bnlphur Wells, and his 
two assistants were icept busy all of the 
night caring for (ha woouded. Dr. 
Lwuax states that he saw 64 Injnred 
and believee that several of them wiil 
die. He says the flght begun at 8 o'clock 
in* the afternoon and ooutuinad f ot an 
hour. 

A. telephone message from White 
Bnlphur Wells, just received, says that 
atleostaOof the injured will die. A 
. oourier from the scene of the battle, 
who was sent for supplies for the 
Burgeous, states that three persons are 
dead. Two of them were members of 
the picnic party, and the other is Wil- 
ton, ()m tttadar af litaasioters. 
^ealrly'iSrSf fhr^dlers are known, 
although it is otrMin that in the party 
tkere were a number of rough charac- 
ters from the district lying ne^ the 
Ohio river. Many of tlie rioters carried 
bu;.'Ky spukes c(jncealed in their sleeves, 
and uswl them witli ten'ible effect, 
sparing neither age nor se.\. 

The local magistrate has sworn in 
nearly every man in the community a.s 
a deputy to preserve the peace, as it is 
feared the rioters will secure enforce- 
ments aud return for tlie b(xiies of their 
comraties, one of wliom is dead, and 
two other s probably fatally l ujurwd.

self. It was tirst sa;)p<»sod tliat Hell- 
maiiu aud hi.s wife and ciiildreu met 
death by ai"<!ident, but it developed at 
the coronoi d inquest yesterday after- 
noon tliat tlio wii'ilesalo murder was 
calmly planned and tiiat the man in- 
tcndo^l to kill him.self ami end the ex- 
istenue of tne members of his family.

The tragedy took place in a little 
brick cottage at Cornelia and Wood 
streets. It IS supposed the act was ^hat 
of a mad ninu, as Hellmann' 'wae 10 
years ago sunstroke, from whi<^ be 
never completely recovered. 

Suspicion wae hrst aroused yesterday 
mormng by she fact that the house in 
which tne Hell mantts lived vras tightly 
closed long after the usual hour for the 
family to be astir. ¥he mother and 
married sister of Hellmann, who lived 
next ddor, attempted to break into the 
house but were unable to do so. They 
tiuoily managed to focte an entrance 
through a wiudonf in dne of- the bed- 
rooms, where the dead b<xlie« of all tlie 
family were found. The house was so 
full of gas that the two women were 
nearly overcome. It was at once oon- 
olndied that the deaths had been the re- 
sidt of an accident, and the police when 
they came adhered to the same opinion. 

At tne inquest in the afternoon, how- 
ever, an entirely different complexion 
was given the atl'air by Charles, a 
brother of Hellmann. He pnxinced a 
letter written by the niurilerer and sui- 
cide late on tne pi-evious evening, in 
which he clearly stated his purpose of 
killing himself, although be gtive no in- 
timatioj of the fact that he wxs meiU- 
tatiiig the deaths of the iaeml)ers of his 
faumy. He spoke of the window 
through wh.ch the women had crayflisd 
as tiie Duly way in which his bro^lier 
(;on.d ;;aiu aduiisalon to the house, aud 
sanl mat he had left it op^n tor that 
pifi po.se. The brother had not received 
the letter until after nofla MM ojfaM'di- 
rectiy to the inquest. 

The iKj^itiun of the bodies at the time 
they were found indicated that the two 
Ixiys and elder girl fouglit desper.itely 
to leave the room after the father had 
turmdon the gas. The mother and 
baby were lying on the inside of the bed 
as it in peaceful slumber, but the two 
boys and the older girl were indifferent 
attitudes and the expressions of their 
faces were those of persons who had 
struggled hard. The father's hand was 
iirimy placed across the moutli of the 
older boy aud there is an abrasion 011 
the throat ot the other lad as though he 
had been strangled. >

Bki<n.u<I)otk, Ills., July ti. — A num- 
ber of men were drinking in ,1 beer 
garden owued by Wilbur Lease and 
John Myers, when a fight was started 
about a woman. Knives, revolvers, 
Stoues aud all kinds of deadly weapons 
were at ouce brought into use. A des 
perate battle took place, in which 15 
men took part, and the result is that 
three of tliem were fatally wounded. 

Wilbur Lease had his throat cut and 
it is thought he will die. Lester Meyers 
had both eois bitten off and was other- 
wise badly used up, he will hardly re- 
cover. Myrou Kimball, an old citizen 
of the place, who was watching the 
battle, was hit by a stray bullet and 
badly wounded. John Coakley, one of 
the participants in the battle, was shot, 
and hjdf a dozen more of t^iOM who 
took port in the melee were oamad off 
the ground mffeting finun woimda 
o^ued by bullet s, knivea and skniee. 

Cbieaco'a Pint Photograpbar Daad. 
CuiCAUo, July tt.— Alexander Hesler, 
who was Cliicago'a fllM ybotographer, 
died yesterday at an advanced age. Air. 
Uealer was a famous doguerrotypist and 
became prominent in the fifties through 
Vlffletnam about the vidnity of 'the 
present site of Minneapolis. In 1851 he 
gave a view of the falls at that place to 
a brother of Charles Sumner, the states- 
man, who in tnna gave it to tlie poet 
LongfeUow. Some time later he received 
one of the first copies of "Hiawatha" 
with an autOgrapfa letter of thanks for 
his- picture fJram Longfellow, who de- 
clared that the pioturt ifl'S'^ ^ 
poem. '

i-ushiug toward his wife (utu^ht her 
around the neck with his left hand and 
plunged the knife into her left breast 
twice. Hhe fell aud Uuckowitz, tliiuk- 
ing he had killed her, pulled the ktiifo 
acFoss his own throat. Mrs. Huckowitz 
is not swiouflly injured. The husband, 
however, will probably -not recover.

The midirommer reports from all (-oai 
meroial centers are of eapeoial interest, 
covering the questions on which th> 
future of business depends. They in- 
dicate distinctly better crop prosjicct 
than other ottu lal or commercial ac- 
counts, a marked increase in retail dis- 
tribution of pcodncta,^ an active demand 
for goods and a general enlargameut uf 
the working force with some advance 
in tlio wages of more than half a mil- 
liou hands. At the same time tliey 

aow that the rapid advance in prices 
» somewhat checked the buying of a 
few olaseea of products. In some ports 01 
the coiutry the outlook foe fall trade is 
considered bright. 

Comparison ot prices for various iron 
pro<lucts show an advauce ranging from 
72.2 per cent since February for wire 
uails to 7. 1 per cent for anthracite pig 
aud i^ all kinds averaging 22 per cent. 
The demand and rise have I'ome so sud- 
denly that eveu while the first order for 
shipments nf steel billets to KurojM-, 
giveu some time ago when prices we-e 
low, IS beinu' pronounced, the price here 
has advanced from $17 in ApCU:t»9M.i26 
or about :il per cent. 

\Vi"il IS stronger, both here aud 
abroad, the Loudon sales opening July 2 
at higher prices aud the average for 104 
qualities of domestic v/ool (luoted by 
C'inttes Brothers has risen nearly half a 
cent since .luiie 15. bales have U'en 
euonnons. though largely six'culative, 
but e:vceedin,< tho.se of May and June 111 
any previous year, being 2ii,8i>7,0i;i do- 
me.-tic aud 27,4S7,10O forei^'ii, against 
2-1,232.400 domestic and 19,»i7.'j,l.)0 for 
1892. There is a gro-wing reorder de 
mand for heavy weight woolens, and 
many new kinds of light weights liave 
been opened with notable irregularities 
in prices, some lower and others higher 
thuu last ye«£, But the manufacture 
is better austaiued thu« far than ex- 
pected and the feeling is very hopciul 
and especially as labor troubles have 
substantially ended. Prices gf cotton 
goods also conrinue to advauctT uud the 
mills are generally well employed 

bpecnlatioa has odvaucud cottou 
three-sixteenths, though the crop news 
is favorable, but has depressed whe^it 
2 cents in spite of estimates that tho 

Jield has been materially reduced' siuce 
uue 1. 

Every year the crop reports are hav 
iug less iltfioence and the time is rii^e 
tor the radical change in government 
estii^ates which the depiu'tmeut pro 
posi'». The year closes with more tbou 
2,UUO,000 bales American ^ottou availa- 
ble here and abroad auu with at least 
(>5,0OO,UO0 bushels surplus wheat, al 
though .some make the quantity 30,000, 
000 bushels larger, 'llio crop of oats is 
cell am to bt! large and the prospects f or 
corn has greatiy improved w^ithin the 
last few wceiis.

ANOTHER COMPLAINTJROM WALUtR

Washi.nhto.n, July 6. — Ex-Consul 
Waller* who is in prison near Mar- 
seilles, France, is ill and Mrithout medi 

cal supplies, and the state deiiartmeut 
of this governinent has bt'cn asked to 
intertere m his hehalf to the extent of 
either prnvi>ling him with the ueces 
sarv supplies (;r asking the government 

of ii'rance to <lo so. 

The news of Mr. Waller's illness was 
brought to this country throu;,'ii a letter 
to his stepson, I'aul H. Bray, who was 
deported from Madagascar .it the same 
time that .Mr. Waller w.is sent out un- 
der arrest by the Frencli govern. nenf. 
and it is the first word that lias been re- 
ceived fi-oni WiUler by his son since he 
was separated from him at Tamatave. 

Mr. Bray took the letter to Acting 
Secretary of fjt.itc; Uhl, who telegraphed 
Minister Eustis instructing hiin to give 
immediate attention to Mr. Waller's 
representation and to make inquiry as 
to the facts 111 the case. 

It is understoo<l that the state depirt- 
ment is not pleased with the appare it 
delay on the part of the French guvc: n- 
meut iu giving attention to the reiiu '.-t 
made by this country for a full record 
of the proceedings iu the Widler ca.>e, 
and that Mr. Eustis has been instracted 
to call the attention of the French au- 
thorities to the delay uud to request a 
prompt response to our request. 

Mr. Bray is also much concerned con 
ceruiug his mother, Mrs. Waller, fr.>m 
whom iw has received w» word since ne 
left Madogaooar, not#lthstahding he 
has sent uumeious lattars to her. Many 
of these letters have been sent under 
cover to other persons and their identity 
carefully concealed, but he has received 
no word in reply, so that he is unable 
to determine wnether both his own let< 
ters and those of his mother have been 
intercepted or finly her letters to him. 
In the former contingency she is as ig- 
norant of Ilia whereabouts and welfare 
as he is of her condition.

Milan, Mo., July 6.— While inflatiug 
a balloon for an ascension, the guyrc^pe 
to one of the heavy poles which held 
the balloon came loose, letting the pole 
fall, hitting Marian Qeorge on the head, 
mashing it to a pulp, killing him in- 
stantly. John ("unninghain, an .lero- 
uauf. was instantly killed at Wini>;aii 
i!i the e.istern part of this county m the 
ev> iiiiiir. He had made three success- 
ful ,i>ci ii>ioiis during the ilay. Tne 
fouriii time, when about 1,200 feet 
high, he cut loose, but the paiachuto 
failed to open and hia body was mashed 
to a pulp. 

Doaknian Strike. 
Asaijuio, Wis., July. 0.— The upper 
dookmen on tne Wisconsin Central ore 
docks struck yesterday. The men have 
been receiving :^1.3j per day and 14 1-2 
cents per hour for overtime. They de 
uiaiided iiSl.uO per day and 20 ceuts per 
hour for overtime. Five boats are now 
at the docks waiting for cargoes. A 
committee of strikers held a conference 
with a committeo of the Chicago and 
Northwestern upper dockmau uid a 
strike of the latter is among the possi- 
bilities. 

Traaaarj Ueflcit Orowlnf. 
WABHiNaTON, July 6.— The July dis- 
bursements of the governmental* al- 
ways unusually heavy owing to large 
interest and pension payments, and 
treasury officiaiB rarely expect the in- 
come to meet the ex p an d i tn rea that 
month. Tha receipts have tittn larger 
than expectad so far this month, but the 
treasury defldt Is already over $6,000,- 
000 and probably will continue to grow 
until towards the middle of the mouth 
whan aipenditures become lighter. 

Hova*' Raoaat Vam. 

Paris, July 6.— Additional adviees 
received here from General Duchesne, 
the commander of the French troops in 
the island of Madagascar, say that the 
Hovoa lost 881 killed in the repulse 
which they sustained after attacking 
the French troops at Zarosoostra, when 
^e French captured 470 tents, the 
standard of the Queen of Madagascar, a 
number of pieces of ortiUerj aud a 
quantity of ammunition. 

All Cropt Injured but Corn. 

GtoLiDKN City, Mo., July (>.— Heavy 
rain Friday puts a serious phase on the 
harvest quesnou in this vicinity. It has 
rained every day for ^ week, and the 
wheat aud oats in shook arc moulding 
aud sprouting bi^v, while uncut oats 
can not be reached with a machine 
owing to the extreme softness of the 
ground.

Ma, to which 
zest will be given by the Mampb of 
arms in China. 

The exposition proper will epitomize 
the best of things Japanese. In the 
matter of art this show is expaolad to 
eclipse all previous records. 

Kioto is a city gt temples^ both Bud- 
dhist and Shinto^ ao that onia may see all 
that is worth seeing in Japan, from 
ceramics to Geisha girls. 

The buildings for the great fair are 
said to bo splendid specimens of Japa- 
nese architectnre, and the hotels of the 
ancient city are warranted to be 
for the care of all foreign visitonk 

Kioto, being the very heart and aonl 
of old Japan, is regarded as the most 
interesting and fascinating city in the 
eiupiro. Tho Higashi Hangwanji tem 
pie is the largest in Japan. It covers 
more than 62,000 square feet 

The Chionin temple baa a bronse bell 
18 feM bigh. which is worth traveling 
some diatanoe to hear and see. Then 
there are the temples Dai Butsu and 
Kioniidzu of the Buddhists and the 
great Shinto shrino of Gion, all worth 
eeeinR. 

All Japan will be raked for antique 
arms and armor fbr the military exhib- 
it. The bacaars will be countless, and 
those who are collecting Japanese art 
and curios will find Kioto this summer 
o Veritable paradise. It has been for 
apes a recoRiiized art center. — Colonel 
John A Cockerill in New York Herald
